There  is  not  a  true  missionary  who  has  fallen  in  Sierra 
Leone  or  the  jungles  of  Africa,  or  the  prairies  of  the  North 
whose  torch  has  gone  out  or  who  docs  not  live  again  in 
hearts  made  "  better  by  his  presence."  What  a  cloud  of 
witnesses,  whose  martyr  spirits  ascended  to  God  from 
many  a  distant  land  and  whose  honored  dust  slumbers  in 
many  an  unknown  grave,  broods  o'er  the  Church  to-day, 
breathing  upon  us  an  inspiration  more  potent  than  the 
faii'eu  breath  of  gods  or  the  wave  of  enchanter's  wand. 
Had  the  whole  missionary  work  resulted  in  nothing  more 
than  that  heroic  self-denying  spirit  with  which  it  has  imbued 
the  Church  it  would  be  worth  all  that  it  has  cost,     "  'I'hv

race."     It  was  said  that  Henry  Martyn's   mission  was  a 

failure   and  that    Bishop  Hannington  shed   his  blood  for 

Africa  in  vain,  but  to-day  these  men  are  being  reduplicated 

in  the  many  men  and  women  who,  enkindled  by  the  same 

spirit,  are  placing  themselves  upon  the  altar  of  Home  and 

Foreign   Missions.     This   heroic  spirit  is  spreading  like  a 

sacred    fire,   consuming   selfishness  and   unholy  ambition, 

and  the  world  sees  to-day  what  it  never  saw  before.     The 

spectacle  of   so    many  young   men   and   women  willing  to 

leave  home  and  native  land  uiid  go  with  th>.'  (iospel  to  the 

Christless   millions,    is  almost  enigmatical  to  the  worldly 

mind. 

Are  Our  Missionaries  Unlieroic? 

It  is  true  that  what  we  have  aliove  affirmed  has  been 
questioned.  One  of  the  counts,  in  a  sweeping  indictment 
lately  lirought  against  our  missionaries,  is  that  they  are  of 
inferior  mould  and  iinheroic  spirit. 

Of  course  there  m.iy  be  exceptions,  but  to  say  that  our 
missionaries,  as  a  class,  are  inferior  and  unlieroic  is  to  say 
what  is  contradicted  on  every  hand  by  their  record.  We 
have  been  looking  over  the  lists  both  of  the  dead  and  the 
living  in  search  of  those  who  bear  upon  their  brow  such  a 
disgraceful  brand,  but  we  have  coiX'fUiled  we  shall  have  to 
turn  U>  the  ranks  of  their  accusers  for  the  creatures  we  are 
in  search  of. 

Was  Eliot,  the  apostle  to  the  Indians,  the  man  whose 
voice  first  awoke  the  echoes  of  those  American  wilds  to 
the  sound  of  a  preached  dospel,  an  unheroic  soul.  Look 
at  Hrainerd,  pale  and  emaciated,  threading  his  way  through 
untracked  marsh  and  unbla/.ed  forest,  passing  from  camp 
to  camp  and  from  wild  to  wild,  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Cross 
to  the  Indians  with  tears  in  his  eyes  and  a  strange  pathos 
in  his  voice,  is  that  the  man  they  would  stanqi  with  the 
stigma  of  cowardice.  Was  that  Chinese  missionary  a 
coward  who  sold  himself  into  slavery  that  he  might  preach 
Christ  to  the  slaves.  Look  at  that  missionary  whose  name 
is  today  an  inspiration  to  thousands,  dying  in  a  miserable 
hut  in  Uganda.  His  sun  is  setting  before  it  has  touched 
the  high  hour  of  noon.  Read  his  words,  written  with 
panting  breath  :  "  I'lanting  Foreign  missions  is  like  build- 
ing a  great  bridge.  Many  stones  must  be  bitried  beneath 
the  soil  and  lie  there  all  unseen  for  a  foundation.  And  if 
it  is  His  will  that  I  should  fill,  in  Africa,  an  unknown  grave, 
then  I  am  sati.stied."  Is  that  the  utterance  of  an  ignoble 
mind?  Was  he  a  coward  who  was  found  dead  upon  the 
Saskatchewan  plains,  with  his  arms  folded  across  his  breast, 
as  peaceful  in  death  as  if  he  had  been  soothed  to  slumber  by 
some  angel  lullaby  ?  Was  he  a  coward  who,  beneath  the 
shadow  of  old  Fort  Carry,  withstood  the  arch-rebel  Riel  to 
his  face,  and  knelt  down  on  the  snow  beside  the  unfor- 
tunate Scott  when  his  body  was  about  to  be  liddled  with 
the  bullets  of  an  infamous  assassin  ?  Hoes  the  mention  of 
George  Young  bring  the  blush  of  shame  to  our  cheek  ?  No, 
we  are  proud  of  such  men.  Their  lives  have  enriched  us, 
and  if  their  names  were  expunged  from  our  missionary 
annals  one  of  the  holiest  fires  that  glows  upon  the  Church's 
altar  would  be  quenched.
